Through this letter I would like t© relate to you events that 
have been going on here in New Orleans for the past few months 
in regard to the New Orleans District Attorney Jin Garrison** 
Investigation of a suposedly plot to kill the late president 
John F. Kennedy. 

Although I am not positive whether the events I am about to - 
disclosed to you enter into your Jurisdiction, I feel it is my 
duty to relate these facts to a responsible United States Govern- 
ment Committee, such as the House Committeo on Un-American Acti- 
vities. I always have had great faith and admiration in the work 
performed by the Committee in which you are the Chairman, at the pa» 
prosent time. 



The following are the facts 1 
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BOW I HTSW ABOUT GARRISONS INVESTIGATION. 
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In late December 1966, David Ferrie walked into the stored 
Casa Cuba s that I own here in /if aw Orleans and asked for ®Dr. Carlos 
Brlnlsuicr cs o When I told him £nat 1 was Dr 0 Carlos Bringuier he ■= 
looked a little confused because it seems like he was especting 
a different type of person. I am certain^ that at that moment he did 
not recall we had met in late September or beginning of October of 
1961 at his house for a period of approximately 5 to 10 minutes. 

I went to his house accompanied by Mr. Sergio Arcacha Smith (then 
Delegate of the Cuban Evolutionary Council) and Hr. Carlos Qulroga. 

Since I never had a good impression of Hr. Ferrie I asked him what 
he wanted. He told me that he was interested in finding out the 
whereabouts of Mr. Arcacha. because he said that Arcacha could - 
clarify some points in regard to him. 

Ferrie told me that the New Orleans District Attorney had been - 
making an investigation into the assassination of President Kennedy 
and that Garrison was going to frame him (Ferrie) because Garrison 
was going to run for a higher, office and he needed some publicity. 

Then I recall telling Mr. Ferrie that he should not be nervous «= 
because this is a free country and here nobody could be framed - 
without evidence. Inraedttely Hr. Ferrie stated that In this Country 
a man could be ruined Just with a bad publicity campalng against 

w hen Ferrie realized that I did not simpathlze with him

A CONVERSATION AT NEli ORLEANS AIRPORT . 

In the last days of December 1 966 a group of cuban refuggc© 
came to New Orleans from Cuba through Mexico, 

At the airport waiting for the arrival of the plane thcvc/tfas 
a group of Cubans and several newsmen, I talked to Sam^de Pino® 
& newsman from Channel 12 T.V. in New Orleans, During our con- 
versation and in the presence of Mr® Carlo3 Quiroga I mentioned 
to him that it would be good fop him (San de Pino) to loolc - 
around the New Orleans District Attorney’s office because as I 
explained him, there was an investigation going on in regard- to 
the assassination of President Kennedy; 
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I would like to point out that on this particular day I was - 
under the Impression that the investigation of Kr. Garrison was 
trying to find links of Oswald and the Communists, 

Hr, Sam de Pino told me that he already knew about the investi- 
gation and even more, that he had been supplying some informa- 
tion to the District Attorney 3 ® office. 

CUBANS INTERROGATED BY THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE. 

_ i During the fallowing weeks I learned that some Cuban refugees 
had^ been interognted by. the District Attorney. One of them who 
•was not in the United States at the' time of the assassination 
mas so nervous about the interrogation that a mutual friend told 
me that the poor man took a whole bottle of tranquilizers that 
same night and his family had to call a physician to take caro 
of him, 

Anbbhor cuban Mr. Carlos Quiroga® was also questioned by the 
District Attorney’s office. The District Attorney Hr, Garrison 
himself tried to implicate him (Carlos Quiroga) with Oswald. 
Please refer to the appendix to my letter In regard to this <=> 
matter.- 
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AGENT VOLZ VISIT MY STORE- FIRST TIME- 

Around the end of January agent Volz from the District Attorney’s 
office visited me at my store and was asking me questions in - 
regard to ay testimony to the Warren Commission. He was parti cu- 
lery Interested in what I could know in regard to Mr. Sergio Ar- 
cacha Smith, former Delegate of the Cuban Revolutionary Council 
in New Orleans®

Pew days later Agent Volz returned to my store and asked me if 
I could go with him to the District Attorney's offices because 
they wanted to question no. This happened on a Saturday after-* 
noon. When we arrived at the offices of the District Attorney 
they took me into a small room that has a mirror in a wall. 2 
immediately figured that the mirror was a one way mirror. 

Several investigators were there 0 among them was Hr. James => 
Alcock. They started the questioning in a nice way but a fete 
minutes later I found out that^-instced of being a witnness vxith 
desire to cooperate I was olrJost an accused person. I requested 
the^ interrogators to stop/for a second because they wer^all 
„ ong. They were partlcplary interested in Hr. Sergip^/Crcacha. 
Smith E and Ilr. Ricardo'Davis. They were trying to implicate me 
in a training camp tfr4t Ricardo Davis had accross Lake Pont- 
chortrain in the summer pf 1963 , an< ^ *hich trainnlng camp 
they assured me that L3e Harvey Osv;ald was seen. At one point 
they asked me if I had been there, and when I denied being at 
the training ctyrp they told mex "How I could tell them that 
when there are witnesses who say that they had seem me there. 

My. reply was simple and to the pointj"If any person testify 
that, then that person has to be a liar or a s.o.b.” 

VISIT OP BOB HEAD AND FRED. 

On one of the following days I met on the street of my store 
two americans that I had previously met at a bar (New World) 
on the night of September 1st. 1966. That night there w.as '& 
propaganda film for the Viet. Cong. .to be exhibited. I asked 
Carlos Quiroga to go that night too in order that we could ■= 
debate and destroy their view point. When Carlos Quiroga - 
arrived at the bar he inmediateiy reported our presence and. 
our reasons for being there to a friend of him in the Intelligence 
Division of the New Orleans police Department. I debated the 
organizers of this^conmunist group at that meeting. In fact 
one of those who stated publicly that he was a communist was 
a young man^rtnlch I Just know by the name of FRED. The Other 
one in BO BEHEAD, who uas the organizer of a demonstration - 
againnt tne Viet Ham war in front of the Jung Hotel during a 
seminary of the State Department about the foreign policy of 
the United States, that was hel on November 1966.=* 

When we met on the street we started talkins and after a while Bob 
Head left but FRED came inside ay store. We started discussing 
communism,, which discussion lasted for hours, then the conver- 
sation changed to the assassination of the late President Sen- • 
nedy. To my atonlshment, Fred's thesis about the assassination 
was exactly the same thesis that Hr. Garrison himself had told 
Mr. Carlos Quiroga in two previous occasions and Quiroga had

already advised me of lti The assassination of President

CONVERSATION OP A JUDGE AT A PARTY 



Just a few day3 later Carlos Quirogn called He to let me 
know that a friend of him fellow worker in the office whcr© 
he Works had attended a party the night before. At this party 
there was also a New Orleans Judge . According to Quitoga's 
friend the Judge stated at the party that soon an investigation 
by Hr. Garrison in regard to the President Kennedy's assassi- 
nation would be publisized in Life Magazine In an exclusive • 
article. 

The investigation would result In the involvnent of Cuban - 
refugees. Please note that this happened prior to the exposure 
Hr. Garrison's investigation in the New Orleans newspaper 

^Kew Orleans States Item".

‘ •’ WHEN I iiET KR. JIM GARRISON IN PERSON 



On February 13th., 19^7 I decided that it would be a good — 

idea if 2 would have the opportunity to talk In person with 
Hr. Garrison. I had been in this city for six years and 2 — 
could help him to clarify any doubt or misinformation that may 
have been given to him in regard to any person or persons that 
I -could have known. Beside this, I thought it was necessary to 
stop rumors about the involvement of Cuban refugges in the <=■ 
assassination that could hurt not only the euban refugees In 
this Country, but could also hurt nmerleans and even the United 
States itself. 

On this date I called Hr. Vclz and I esked him to arrange and 
Interview with Hr. Garrison. A few minutes later Mr. Volz re- 
turned my call and told me that Mr. Garrison would be delighted 
to talk to me on the next day. 

On February 14 th.. 1967, I arrived at Hr. Garrison's office 
end I wac first received by Hr. Alcock end other irvestlgntorsi 
1 started explaining them about the rumors and the statement of 
the Judge at the party and how the communists vierc going to use 
this Investigation to discredit the image of the United States 
all over the world. Minutes later Hr. Jim Garrison arrived at 
t)ls office and finally I was Introduced to hla. 

I was completely, sure that as soon as I could talk^to Hr c = 
Garrison, everything would be ended. But apparently at this 
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time is when everything started. Hinutdo later Hr. Garrison 
started to outline his caso to mo. Jim Garrison stated, plain 
and cool, that Lee Harvey Ocviald was not a communist, but 
instead, Oswald (according to Garrison) was really an ANTI” 
COMMUNIST, Ho continued explaining his thesis and stated that 
Oswald was brought to New Orleans by the CONSERVATIVES , 2 
clearly recall that Hr. Garrison at one point ref f erred to tha _ 
conservatives as “Patriots' 1 using a very ironic accent in «= 
pronouncing that particular words Garrison then stated the => 
name of a person who, according to him, had brought LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD to New Orleansi I Have never met this person but he ■= 
also showed to me a list of anti-Castro cmericans on which 
appeared this person's name. On this list there were also two 
Cuban names. The only ones that I recognized on the list, were 
the two cuban3 which I had previously met in Now Orleansi 

Inracdlatly afoterwards Hr. tt arriGon ackcd no if I knew a "Clay . 
Bertrand", I explained him how I had heard about that name 
when 1 was being questioned by the Secret Service Just after 
the assassination in regard to what I knew pertaining Lee - 
‘Harvey Oswald. Then Hr. Garrison showed ne a picture of Clay 
’ Shaw 0 *, and asked me if I knew him. Hy answer was the truth 
that is s 1 had never ne Hr. Clay Shaw before. AntSher picture 
that was shown to me was one of a man they identified as Ilr. 

Guy Bannister, a person whom I had never met but that I had 
heard that at one time was a member of the FBI, later head of 
the Police Department, and positively a conservative anticom- 
munist. Another person mentioned to me was Hr. Carlos- Karquoz, - 
a" former Cuban consul' In Hew Orleans who had died some years 
agoi 

At that moment I told Hr. Garrison that his thesis was tho - 
most rldlcoulous thing that I had ever heard in my life. I 
also told him that I knew that his investigation no only was 
going to finish in ZERO, because I had met Oswald, and I was 
sure that Oswald was a Communist, but that in the meantime the 
communists were going to U30 all the rumors around the inves- 
tigation to smear the cuban refugees and hurt the image of tha 
United States around the world. I also explained to him, that 
when the investigation finish in ZERO, then the communists will 
tell the world that the Federal Government had put pressure on 
him (Garrison) not to discover th truth. At one point I told 
his Investigators that they had to bo stupids or they wero ?= 
working for the communists. 

The situation was becoming more tense between Hr. Garrison and 
myself. At one point he told me that maybe somebody had been 
fooling me. Hy reply was a follows*" Hay'oe somebody had been 
fooling me but that maybe somebody was fooling him, and that 
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1 did not know who wa 3 the fool Ho or Ii I also suggested 
to Hr. Garrison that it would be best if he would investigate 
those who wero furnishing him with the wring informations 

Mr. Garrison ende our conversation telling me that he would 
not discuss anything else with me unless I would volunteer 
to take a lie detector teste. My answer was that he could 
put as three lie detector tests- if he wanted s © 0

Inmediatcly Garrison ordered one of his men to take me to 
another location to undergo the testi Wo arrived at the - 
Southern Marino and Aviation Building, 610 Poydras Sti 
There I was introduced in the room lJo,309 in which are lo- 
cated opparentely two comapniesj H.O. Private Patrol Service 
and another with the name of "Gurvich System' 1 . (One of Mr; 
G arrlson special agents is one naned William Gurvich). Thero 
they proceed© to make the lie detector tost to me. Some of the 
questions that wero asked to me wero as follows j 1) If I knew 
If ’Arcadia and Oswald had met; 2)If I knew if Davis and Oswald 
had met j 3) If £1 knew if Carlos Quiroga and Oswald had met* 

1 asked that this particular questions should be changed because 

2 knew Carlos Quiroga had met Oswald on August 16th. , 1963 when 
ho (Carlos Quiroga) try to infiltrate Oswald's organizationi 
(Please note Mr. Willis, that this is in the Warren Commission.) 
Therefore, I requested that the question be changed to the <= 
following! "If I knew if Carlos Quiroga had met Lee Harvey Oswald 
on another occasion than the 011 s I had stated,," jb) If 1 had met 
with Lee Harvey Oswald in any other occasions that those stated 
by me to the Warren Commission, Other questions asked were in 
regard to Mr. Clay Shaw, Guy Bannisters and some of them I don't 
recall exactly. 



When they finished all their questions I demanded that one - 
question be Included In this test a If i believe that the in- . 
vestlgatlon of Hr. Garrison was the most ridlculuos thing I 
had ever heard in my life". They emphatecally declined to ask me 
that question. 



ahcacha SMITH CONTACTED. 



Inmediatcly after I left the building I decided that the best 
thing that I could do was to locate Hr. Arcacha and Ricardo - 
Davis and clear this situation before the investigation would 
break out into the public. Luckly, the night before the ^States 
Item” published the first news in regard to the investigations, 

I contacted Sergio Arcacha Smith In Dallas, Texas, by a long - 
distance telephone call; Arcacha and I had been foes since the 
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later part of 1961 and we were n6t talking to each other at 
the time he left Hew Orleans in 19^2. I asked Arcacha if he 
had ever net Lee Earvcy Oswald. 31s answer was HO. Then 1 
explained tc hin that somebody had told the Hew Orleans Dis- 
trict Attorney that he (Arcacha) had had meetings with Oswald 
in New Orleans during 1963 . Arcacha then explained as that 
the investigators from Hew Orleans had been asking his v;hsre- 
a bouts among Cubans in Dellas, and that even at one time h§ 

©pencils the door of his house and saw two of the investigators 
standing in front of his home. When he opened the door and the 
investigators saw him, they left inmedlateiy, without Question 
him; 

LAST TIKE I SAV. 1 HR. CARR ISOM * 

The following Saturday morning I visited Mr. CarriBon^s office 

voluntarily. There I met Hr. C-arrlson who apologized for the 

way in which he had treated me at cur prcviouc meeting. He also 

told me that I had passed the lie detector tect superbly. In 

fact, according to Hr. Garrison the lie detector test given to 

me assured him that I was telling the truth*

I' also stated to him that I was glad that at least In the 
newspaper have not been any Involvement of Cuban refugees up 
to that moment. Then Hr. Garrison answered! SC FAB. 

CONVERSATION KITH K2. ALBERTO FQVjLgR . 

Albert ©''bowler is s member of the Bay of Pigs Brigade ano^nad — 
been Appointed to help Hr.— ^arrison in the investiga^iono 
is also” Director of International Relations of the City of Sew 
Orleans i On February 21st. Hr. Fowler came to my store and was 
expressing to me hi 3 doubts in regard to the investigation 
itself. He stated that the Representative in New Orleans of - 
Life Magazine had been working with Garrison In the Investigation 
since the beginning. According to Fowler, the wife of the Life 
Magazine representative is of a french origin and 100/» castroltc. 
that is, she is e Fidel c astro sympathizer; 

According to Fowler this lady had known some information that 
he (Fowler) had only mentioned to Garrison himself, and this lady 
had been asking him for the whereabouts of Sergio Arcacha and 
for information in regard to the Christian Democratic Hoemebt 
(Ricardo avis was the Delegate in II. 0.) long before the ifav-eetj.- 
gatlon caiie out to the public. Also Mr. Fowler mentioned that 
he have had arguments with this ladj which arguments he had enddd 
telling her that he did not want to talk any incre to her because 
she was a communist. According to Mr. Fowler this ^ady also — 
represents two communist magazines from Europe! 
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IDENTIFICATION OP JULIAN BUZNBDO'S PICTURE . 

On March 9th., 1967 . and investigator from Garrison's office 
showed to Carlos Qulroga a picture of Ferrie with ano-ther per- 
son, which person Hr. Qulroga identified as Julityr'ijuznedo, e 
ouban who had boon in Now Orleans in early 1962, and who is 
a veteran of the Bay of ?ig3 invasion. Up to tliat moment Perry 
B. Bus so had not mention any name of Cubans being at the “party 98 - 
in which the supposadly plot ocurr at Ferrio's apartment „ After 
that, ‘ at the time of Mr. Shavi's hearing Russo identified two Cu- 
bans as being at the party one of then was supocsedly tails' nan 
Julian Buznedo. Later on during the week end of 1-Iarch^l8-19, 

Busso was introduced to a friend of mine Mr. Higucl/'Cruz in Raton 
Rouge and Busso stated to him that Julian Buznedo “was at that 
party: 

In the meantime, during the week ond of March 25-26 Julian - 
Buznedo was brought to New Orleans by the Dl3tric Attorney »o 
office. He occupied room No. 93? at the Roosevelt Hotel, and was 
questioned at the offices of Mr. Garrison. He dftnied been in - 
New Orleans in 1963 in which year Russo sworo tha party had been 
held. After a while he was introduced to Russo and ho (Buznedo) 
denied ever hating mat Bugso before. Then the District Attorney's 
office allow him to go back to Denver, Colorado, where he Is - 
living with his family. It Is necesary to point out the point 
that this man Julian Buznedo was s veteran of the Bay of Pigs 
invasion, situation that make him p good suspect according to 
Hr. .Garrison thesis,

CONCLUSIONS . 

1) The investigation of the Now Orleans Dlfetrict Attorney Mr, 

Jim Garrison is directed to ry to lnplicato Conservatives 
amcricana as well ns antienstro Cubans in the assassination 
of President John F, Kennedy. 

2) As tho assassination of President Kennedy wa3 carried out by 
Lee Harvey Osv/ald, a confessed Marxist and at one time defector 
to the Soviet Union, Garrison investigation is Just tho basis 
for a tremendous effort by part of International Communion to 
discredit the institutions of the United States all over tho 
world, and possible and oven core dangerous, to pave the way 

to create a chaotic situation In this country that could bo 
used by the communists In their ambitions to take over the ' 
government, (Sec Lane's clipping from the Time Picayune, March 
31 st, 1967 page 4.) 

3) As I stated in February 14th. ® 1967 to Hr. Jim Garrison® his 
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Investigation is going to end in zero because it is inposible 
to prove that the conservatives and the anti-castro Cubans 
were the ones who killed Kennedy, but in the meantime he would 
be helping the communist cause through his investigation 

4) According to what Kr» Alberto Fowler stated to met There is 
at least one Castro* s follovier who had have access at the inves- 
tlgation of Hr. Garrison, besides notorious Hark Lana® 

5) Hr, Garrison* s statement comparing the FBI and the SPCA, and 
later stating that when the truth will be known even ths Presi- 
dent of the United States could not sleep, are paraloll tacticts 
to those used by the ooramuni3ts to undermine the prestige of the 
Institutions of the United States of America. 

6) llr. Jin Garrison had enough evidence to investigate possible 
contacts among Oswald and pro-communists persons in thl3 City as 
appoar in the second nomorandun that I dollvcr to his offices (en- 
closed copy). In £his memorandun I mention soma names that maybo 
-aro familiar to your Committee! "Dr.Jane3 Doobrowaky, Bonjamln 
Smith, Bruce Waltzer and Dr. Leonard Reiosmani** 

7) I am also enclosing testimony by Hr. Carlos Quiroga who had 

been tried to be implioated in the assasinatlon by Garrison* s 
office. . 

8) For all the above mentioned, for the respect that wo Cubans 
in .exile have "for this Country in general, and for the House ~ 
Committee on Un American Activities -in particular, wo are asking 
that if you consider that the ©vents that had been happening in 
this City of Kew Orleans shou that they could have been acti- 
vities that are directed to hurt the credibility of this Country, 
hurting it and advancing the propaganda aims of internal and in- 
ternational conmunlsn, that then you consider investigating the 
events surrounding Hr. u arrl8on*s investigation,
